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Mum’s plea for witnesses to attack on autistic son goes viral 


FIND THUG WHO 



An Epsom mum’s plea for witn¬ 
esses to her autistic son’s brutal 
attack has been taken up by social 
media users across the internet. 

Thomas Attwater, 18, has been 
in and out of hospital for treat¬ 
ment on multiple cuts and bruis¬ 
es after being punched in the face 
by an attacker while on a family 
holiday with his mum Alison 
Attwater and brother Charlie, 19. 

A heartfelt plea for information, 
which started as a post shared on 
Facebook by family and friends, 
has since been shared more than 
100,000 times on Facebook and 
Twitter and spread around the 
country. 

Student Thomas had been walk¬ 
ing with two girls he had met at 
Butlin’s Holiday Village in Bog- 
nor Regis, when he was 
attacked seemingly out of the 
blue in what has been described 
as a hate attack by police. 

He was left covered in blood and 
confused by the attack and was 
found wandering around the area 
and returned to his family’s 
chalet by members of the public. 

An initial appeal looked to track 
down the teenagers he was with, 
but they have since come 
forward. 

Now the family is appealing for 
further information to help police 
track down the attacker. 

A Sussex Police spokesman said 
Thomas was talking to two young 
women when he was approached 
by a man who told him to go away. 

The man then punched him in 
the face and he suffered cuts and 
bruising that required medical 
treatment at St Richard’s Hospi¬ 
tal, Chichester. 

Ms Attwater, 46, said: “Seeing 
your own child savaged like this 
is utterly heartbreaking.” 

She said he is recovering well 
after the ordeal on Thursday, 
July 30, and has been to see spe¬ 
cialists at the maxillofacial unit

in St George’s Hospital, Tooting. 

She said: “He is healing quite 
well. There are no fractures, 
which is fantastic, but he will 
need to have minor work done on 
the inside of his mouth. He has 
been left with a lump of skin in 
his mouth.” 

They are trying to get back to 
normal after the ordeal that 


interrupted the holiday on the 
south coast last month. 

Ms Attwater wants to thank ev¬ 
eryone who has been supportive 
of the appeal. She said: “It has 
been absolutely amazing how 
many times it has been shared. 

“I have been absolutely sur¬ 
prised. It just goes to show the 
power of social media. I never 


expected it to get this big.”

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Hall flies into history

It is a library, but not as we know 
it. Avid users of the circular 
Bourne Hall, pictured, in Spring 
Street, Ewell, have affectionately 
called it “the flying saucer”, 
since it opened in February 1970. 

Now countless generations will 
be able to do the same as its fu¬ 
turistic design has seen Historic 
England award it Grade II listed 
status. 

Bourne Hall cost £390,000 to 
build and was designed by archi¬ 
tect Alwyn Sheppard Fidler, who 
described the site as “the best I 
could possibly have had”. 

It took a year and three months 
to build, through all weathers in¬ 
cluding snow and rain. Inside, 
visitors often marvel at 
the skeletal 


design of the supports, and the 
bright and airy feel provided by 
high windows and lighting. 

Services available include 
reading rooms, exhibition space 
and halls for hire. 

Over the years, it has hosted 
conferences, festivals, parties 
and more than 1,000 weddings. 

Museum curator Jeremy 
Harte, who has worked at 
Bourne Hall for more than 25 
years, said: “We are delighted 
with this news. The library has 
become the acceptable face of 
1960s architecture. 

“Historic England now looks 
much more closely at how build¬ 
ings are used rather than just the 
design when deciding what to 
list, so it's wonderful it has 
recognised how much Bourne 
Hall means to the community 
and 

people.” ___ 


The organisation, formerly 
called English Heritage, cited the 
building as being one of seven 
across England to be the best ex¬ 
amples of public libraries cur¬ 
rently in operation. 

All were chosen as part of a 
project tied in with the recent de¬ 
cision to grant Grade I listed sta¬ 
tus to the British Library. 

Heritage Minister, Tracey 
Crouch, made the decision on 
the advice of Historic England, 
which carried out extensive re¬ 
search into post-war libraries to 
identify the ones that meet all 
the criteria for listing. 

Ms Crouch, said: “I am delight¬ 
ed that I have been able to list 
Bourne Hall library as Grade II 
(as it) has been an important 
part of the community for more 
than 40 years. 

“Libraries are the corner¬ 
stones of the communities 
they serve.’’

Priam Lodge 
site revamp 

An historic racing stable 
with a royal pedigree is set 
to be demolished. 

The fate of Priam Lodge, 
in Burgh Heath Road, 
Epsom, has been in the bal¬ 
ance since last year when 
the tenancy of horse own¬ 
ers was cancelled. 

The site was put up for 
sale to developers and an 
application for two detach¬ 
ed four-bedroom houses 
and two detached four-bed¬ 
room bungalows was made. 

The application was re¬ 
jected by Epsom and Ewell 
Council, as being built on 
greenbelt land and a lack of 
affordable housing. 

The Secretary of State 
also rejected an appeal. 

But the planning inspec¬ 
tor who investigated the ap¬ 
peal concluded the scheme 
was acceptable in all as¬ 
pects, apart from affordable 
housing. The developers 
have now rectified this. 

Caroline Baldock, who 
runs Epsom Equestrian 
Conservation Group, fought 
for Priam Lodge to stay 
open. She said: “This is a 
very sad, sad day. We pride 
ourselves on our equestrian 
heritage, but now it is being 
eaten away.” 

A council spokesman 
said: “With an appeal deci¬ 
sion telling the council that 
the scheme complies with 
greenbelt, despite the fact 
that we had refused it, we 
were not in a position to 
refuse an application on 
those grounds.” 


Sailors ‘shocked to the 
core’ by member’s death

Epsom sailing club members 
are numb with grief follow¬ 
ing the death of an inspira¬ 
tional racing officer in 
what is believed to be a tragic 
accident. 

The body of 73-year-old 
Janet Sainsbury, pictured, 
from Woodcote Road, Epsom, 
was found at a nature reserve 
in Selsey on the south coast 
on Tuesday, August 4, two 
days after she had last been 
seen 30 miles away at Hard¬ 
way Sailing Club in Gosport. 

A postmortem was due 
to take place on Monday, 


August 10, but it is believed 
her death was the 
result of a tragic 
accident. 

The devoted 
sailor, who had 
been racing offi¬ 
cer for Epsom- 
based Channel 
Sailing Club for 
many years since 
joining in the 1980s : 
had spent the weekend 
with fellow members at a 
rally on the Solent. 

She had just taken part in a 
racing challenge on Sunday, 
August 2, and had returned to 
Hardway, where friends saw 
her about to moor her boat. 

Two weeks before her death 
she had returned from a 



gruelling 4,000 mile race from 
the Azores. 

Channel Sailing Club 
commodore, Trevor 
Barker, said: “She 
was able to bring her 
car to the pontoon to 
load her gear. 

“A while later the 
harbour patrol had to 
be called as her car 
was blocking access and 
the tide was coming very 
close to it. 

“The officers boarded her 
boat and found her belong¬ 
ings, but no sign of her. 

“The theory at this stage is 
that her dinghy had broken 
free of its ropes and she had 
possibly entered the water in 
an attempt to retrieve it. 


“I only learned she was 
missing when I got a call on 
Sunday from another mem¬ 
ber asking if I had heard 
from her. When I was told she 
was dead I was shocked to the 
core, the whole club was. 

“Janet was one of our 
club’s great characters full of 
fun and quite irreplaceable. 

“Her seafaring exploits are 
legendary. She will be so 
sadly missed and our hearts 
go out to her family.” 

Mr Barker said funeral ar¬ 
rangements for Mrs Sains¬ 
bury will be announced 
shortly and also revealed 
plans to pay lasting tribute in 
the form of a memorial 
award for members to com¬ 
pete for each year.

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Road closures as biker collides with car 


Makeover after fire damage 


A motorcyclist suffered minor 
injuries in a collision between 
his bike and a car on Tuesday 
morning.

Cows on the moo-ve 
as houses planned

The cows at a college’s farm are 
coming home and in the place 
where they once grazed will now 
stand an estate of 91 new houses. 

At the end of last month coun¬ 
cillors on Epsom and Ewell 
Borough Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee unanimously approved an 
update to the scheme for the 
Nescot site in Reigate Road, 
Ewell. 

Although the same committee 
had already granted permission 
for the new estate in June last 
year, the developers Hill (working 
in partnership with Circle Hous¬ 
ing) had sought to alter the plans 
by making the houses bigger, 
changing the architecture and re¬ 
designing the road layout. 

The land for the new homes, 
which will include 55 for private 
sale, 11 shared ownership homes 
and 25 homes for affordable rent, 
has been made available by the 
college’s decision to relocate its 
animal husbandry site. 

The new homes will come in a 
range of sizes, including two, 
three, four and five-bedroom de¬ 
tached and semi-detached houses. 

No matter what form it came in, 
the scheme for Nescot has not al¬ 
ways enjoyed a smooth ride as far 
as local support goes. In April last 
year there was an outcry over 
plans to include a care home (this 
was later refused by the council) 
and at the June meeting last year 


the atmosphere ranged from 
frosty to stormy, according to re¬ 
ports in this newspaper at the 
time. 

However, this time things 
seemed to proceed without a 
hitch, as Councillor Tina Moun¬ 
tain, who sits on the planning 
committee, said: “I think we all 
liked the changes, it reminded us 
very much of a similar project 
called Pauls Place in Ashtead. 

“The bottom line is this is a 
brownfield, not a greenbelt, site 
and if this scheme wasn’t built 
something else would have been. 

“Few can deny how badly we 
need housing in Epsom and this 
definitely goes a way towards ad¬ 
dressing that problem.” 

The homes will benefit from two 
new areas of green open space, as 
well as road, cycleway and foot¬ 
path improvements. 

Hill also demonstrated a will¬ 
ingness to listen to public con¬ 
cerns as following a consultation 
it has added a green boulevard as 
well as an additional Toucan 


crossing in Reigate Road. 

Nick Parkinson, design director 
at Hill, said: “We’re pleased that 
the latest set of plans have been 
approved by councillors. The new 
homes will be centred around 
courtyards or landscaped areas, 
helping to bring a real sense of 
community to the development. 

“We’re particularly proud of the 
way the new homes blend in with 
the surrounding landscape, and 
the ease with which both pedestri¬ 
ans and cyclists can connect with 
existing routes and pathways.” 

Nescot College will use the 
money generated from the sale of 
its land to fund a major refurbish¬ 
ment of its campus adding state- 
of-the-art buildings for hair and 
beauty, physiotherapy, construc¬ 
tion and animal husbandry 
courses as well as a new learning 
disabilities centre, games area 
and college theatre. 

Work for the housing is expect¬ 
ed to begin towards the end of this 
year, and will take about two 
years to complete.

Work to refurbish a his¬ 
toric mansion that has 
been a cornerstone of 
the area for centuries is 
progressing well, ac¬ 
cording to a councillor 
who got a sneak peek 
inside. 

Residents’ Association 
Councillor Eber Kington 
was shown around the 
renovations currently 
taking place at Ewell 
Court House recently. 

The Grade II listed 19th 
century house in Lake- 
hurst Road, Ewell, which 
incorporates traces of 
an earlier 17th century 
dwelling, is owned by 
Epsom and Ewell Coun¬ 
cil and has been closed 
since the start of the 
year. 

This followed a huge 


fire in December which 
damaged much of the in¬ 
terior. Triton Restora¬ 
tion was appointed to 
carry out the refurbish¬ 
ment and according to 
Coun Kington has al¬ 
ready made a significant 
contribution. 

He said: “The house is 
still very much a build¬ 
ing site, but all around 
you can see the restora¬ 
tion work to the walls, 
the ceilings, the pan¬ 
elling and the floors. 

“In addition the recon¬ 
figuration of some of the 
smaller rooms has been 
undertaken to create a 
second kitchen upstairs, 
storage place, additional 
toilets and office space. 

“The original floor¬ 
boards are being re-used 


whenever possible and 
insulation has been in¬ 
stalled under those. 

“The carpet in the hall 
will not be replaced. The 
hall will be of polished 
wood - as it was original¬ 
ly. However, the stairs 
will be carpeted. 

“Four caterers were in¬ 
vited to view the plans 
and agreed that the de¬ 
sign was appropriate 
for potential catering 
needs.” 

He said because of its 
listed building status it 
has not been possible 
to adapt the main en¬ 
trance porch for disabled 
use. 

However, a new dis¬ 
abled access has been 
created at the lake-fac¬ 
ing front of the building.

Horse play broke out on a motor¬ 
way and it was down to mem¬ 
bers of the public to help rein in 
the situation. 

Two frisky foals had escaped 
from their box on to the M25 at 
junction nine near Leatherhead 
after the Landrover Discovery 
that was towing them over¬ 
turned at 9.40am on Saturday, 
August 8. 

Surrey Police and Leather- 
head fire station’s blue watch 
crew were called and arrived to 
find a scene of chaos, with long 
queues of traffic already having 
built up. 

The horses were naturally 
scared and were creating a dan¬ 
ger but fortunately for the au¬ 
thorities concerned the ideal 
help was immediately at hand. 

First of all, not only did there 
happen to be not one, but two 
off-duty vets caught up in the 
congestion, but one convenient¬ 
ly had in their possession 
enough tranquiliser to help 
calm the frightened animals. 

One horse had been recap¬ 
tured at the scene of the acci¬ 
dent, while the other was 
successfully halted a mile fur¬ 
ther down the motorway. 

This left the problem of how to 
get them to a place of safety; but 
yet again the resourcefulness of 
the public came through as 
again, not one, but two, vacant 
horse boxes were requisitioned 
from the queue of cars. 

Leatherhead fire station 
reported they returned from 
the incident around noon after 
normality had been restored. 

Later they were called back to 
the motorway, further along at 
Clacket Lane Services, to help 
extinguish a fire that had 


threatened to cause a massive 
explosion after it broke out on a 
truck carrying 40,000 litres of 
aviation fuel. 

Police later issued a warning 
to drivers not to u-turn and drive 
against the flow of traffic after 
people began doing so in the 
area. 

Sergeant Phil Dix, from the 
Surrey Police’s roads policing 
unit, said: “Closing one of the 
busiest roads in the country is 
not a decision we make lightly 
and we ask that motorists 


please remain patient and un¬ 
derstand that we are doing it for 
their safety. 

“Driving against the traffic not 
only puts your life at risk, 
but others too, and also severely 
hinders the speed at which 
the emergency services can 
respond. 

“We can be delayed because 
members of the public gather on 
the hard shoulder; leave their 
cars unattended, or sometimes 
take their dog for a walk on the 
grass verge.” 


Have your say on council tax support 


Council taxpayers need to make 
their views known over plans to 
maintain the support service in 
the face of continuing cuts in 
Government funding. 

Epsom and Ewell residents 
who currently receive support 
will find from April next year 
that the system has changed, 
but to what degree is very 
much up to them. 

The council favours 
raising the minimum 
payment that people 
of working age pay 
towards their 
council tax from 
the current 20 per 
cent to either 25 or 
30 per cent. 

This would mean, 
based on the figures 
for an average Band D 
property in the borough 
being £1,1612.69, that they 
would see their contribution rise 
from £322 to either £403 or £483 a 
year. 

There are about 1,800 working 
age households receiving coun¬ 
cil tax support in the borough 
and about one-third of these 


are working. 

There are also about 1,300 pen¬ 
sioners who claim the same sup¬ 
port, but they will see no 
changes to their bills. 

Other options considered,but 
deemed not viable in the long 
term include increasing the 
council tax, dipping in 
to council coffers, 
or cutting front¬ 
line services. 
An online 
survey on 
the council’s 
website con¬ 
tains a more 
detailed 
breakdown 
of all of 
these options, 
plus the rea¬ 
sons why the 
changes are deem¬ 
ed necessary. 

Councillor Neil Dallen, chair¬ 
man of the council’s strategy re¬ 
sources committee, said: “Our 
current council tax support 
scheme reduces the support we 
give some residents in order to 
compensate for some of the 



funding cuts from central 
Government. 

“The continued reductions to 
funding mean that difficult deci¬ 
sions have to be made; the coun¬ 
cil needs to be able to support 
those households who need help 
to pay their council tax. 

“However, we also want to be 
fair to the households who are 
paying the full council tax. 

“This survey will help council¬ 
lors make an informed decision 
about the best possible scheme 
for Epsom & Ewell residents.” 

The council tax support 
scheme consultation closes on 
Sunday, September 20.

A pensioner has warned others 
not to blindly accept the word of 
tradesmen who carry out work on 
their homes after she landed her¬ 
self with a month-long headache. 

Margaret Wright, 68, of White 
Horse Drive, Epsom, found her¬ 
self overcharged to the tune of 
£385, then could not contact the 
company responsible to obtain a 
refund. 

She enlisted a business to carry 
out tree removal work in her gar¬ 
den, but was not happy with the 
results. 


The divorced Bourne Hall vol¬ 
unteer, who has lived in the area 
since 1982, had the work carried 
out on June 25 after agreeing to 
an upfront quotation of £700, 
which she was told was a reduced 
rate, plus a disposal cost of £170 a 
tonne. 

Six men duly removed the 10ft 
viburnum hedge and the stump of 
what had been a 7ft plum tree and 
told her the amount to be dis¬ 
posed was 3.5 tonnes. 

Mrs Wright was already unhap¬ 
py when she paid in cash, only to 
be told she could not have a re¬ 
ceipt, but was even angrier when 
she spoke to SITA - the waste 
management company - who con¬ 
firmed it only cost the company 


£60 a tonne to dispose of garden 
waste. 

After calling several times with 
no reply, Mrs Wright turned to 
the Epsom Guardian, and this 
newspaper managed to speak to 
one of the owners, who agreed to 
return £300. 

Satisfied with this outcome, Mrs 
Wright asked us not to identify 
the company in question, as she 
wished to avoid any trouble. 

She said: “It ended up being more 
trouble than it was worth. I’m in¬ 
credibly grateful to the Guardian. 

“I doubt I ever would have got 
my money back without its help. I 
hope this serves as a warning to 
others to check all details before 
you spend your money.”

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PRISON SERVICES: Riot just latest in list of incidents 


High Down ‘chaos’

Calls are being made for the au¬ 
thorities to admit to a problem 
with security and prisoner safe¬ 
ty at a prison that is racking up 
a worrying number of violent 
incidents. 

In recent months High Down 
prison, in High Down Lane, 
Banstead, has seen a number 
of outbreaks of unrest, 
including a riot last 
week in which one 
wing had to be 
closed when pris¬ 
oners barricaded 
themselves in 
cells. 

Other examples 
include in June 
this year when a 19- 
year-old set fire to his 
bedding, another bed¬ 
ding blaze in February, 
and the infamous “mackerel and 
dumpling” incident of October 
2013; following which 11 prison¬ 
ers were found not guilty of 
mutiny at a trial in November 
2014. 

The Epsom Guardian’s recent 
coverage of the unrest sparked a 
number of comments and tweets 
from readers suggesting there is 
a serious problem at High Down 
prison and expressing concern 
for friends and family being held 
there. 

ChrissyL66 writing on the com¬ 
ments section of one of our arti¬ 
cles wrote: “Just because 
prisoners riot, doesn’t mean it 
was ‘their fault’. 

“They have very little ability to 


challenge bad behaviour by 
prison officers. 

“Negative attitudes by them 
have consequences.” 

Meanwhile, Penelope Graham 
took to Twitter to say her former 
partner had recently been 
moved to High Down prison and 
had called her to say it was chaos 
in there. 

She added: “He is very con¬ 
cerned for a lot of the younger 
inmates. He has done 29 years in 
in total in his life so 
knows the score.” 
Frances Crook, 
chief executive 
of The Howard 
League for 
Penal Reform, 
believes High 
Down’s prob¬ 
lems are 
symptomatic 
of underlying 
concerns. 

She said: “Prisoners 
are being kept in their 
cells far too long due to staff 
shortages, so they go stir crazy. 

“Is anyone surprised that when 
they come out, they come out 
fighting? 

“Many of them are angry, they 
feel bitter, and they turn violent. 

“We are seeing a worrying rise 
in the level of both prisoner-on- 
prisoner and prisoner-on-staff 
violence and the only logical ap¬ 
proach at this moment is to seek 
to ease some of the pressure off. 

“For starters, courts should 
seek to reduce the number of 
people they place on remand. 

“Recent studies show 70 per 
cent of those on remand did not 
receive a custodial sentence, sug¬ 
gesting they could have been 


safely placed on bail instead. 

“We know Michael Gove, the 
Justice Secretary, is busy exam¬ 
ining prison reform, but these 
suggestions should help to ease 
things until that review is 
completed. 

“In the longer term I would like 
an end to prison as a default 
option. 

“Courts need to look carefully 
at community sentences and 
other ways to rehabilitate of¬ 
fenders. Prison does not allow 
people to make amends for what 
they have done.” 

Richard Monkhouse, national 
chairman of the Magistrates’ As¬ 
sociation, said: “Magistrates 
make remand decisions for a 
number of reasons, including 
the risk of further offences, 
flight risk or interference with 
witnesses. 

“It is our members’ duty to 
apply the law and at no point 
does space in prisons have influ¬ 
ence on decisions. Capacity is a 
question for other agencies.” 

A spokesman for the Ministry 
of Justice revealed 1,700 new 
prison officers had been recruit¬ 
ed to tackle staffing problems 
and claimed in 2014 there had 
been only 145 assaults at High 
Down; the lowest level since 2010 
when there were 101. 

He added: “High Down prison 
has safe and decent staffing lev¬ 
els and the prison works to pro¬ 
vide a high standard of 
professional care for offenders. 

“Violence at the prison is at its 
lowest level in five years and we 
do not tolerate assaults. 

“Those responsible face fur¬ 
ther prosecution and time added 
to their sentence.” 



GRASS FIRES: The hot weather caused 
a spike in call outs for the fire service in 
Surrey last weekend. 

Dry conditions led to a number of 
grass fires, such as one on Kingston 
Recreation Ground, in Kingston Road, 
Leatherhead, on Saturday afternoon 
tackled by Leatherhead fire service. 

One of the bigger incidents was at 
Epsom Downs Golf Course, Longdown 
Lane South, at 4.45pm on Sunday, 
August 9, when a discarded cigarette 
was thought to be behind a blaze 
affecting 30 sq m of grass. Officers 
quickly extinguished the flames and the 
entire incident was wrapped up within 
an hour. 

BIKE COLLISION: A motorcyclist had 
a lucky escape after his bike was in 


collision with a lamppost over the 
weekend. 

The unidentified man was riding in 
Ruxley Lane, West Ewell, at 2.30pm on 
Saturday, August 8, when the incident 
happened. 

Surrey Police attended, as did Epsom’s 
Blue watch fire crew, but the rider was 
not badly hurt and only required 
treatment at the scene for minor 
injuries. 

COSTCUTTER ASSAULT: Officers want to 
question this man, pictured opposite, in 
connection with an assault at Costcutter 
in Epsom High Street last weekend. 
Surrey Police are currently investigating 
after an argument broke out between a 
customer and a cashier on Saturday, 
August 1. 



Police said during the row the suspect 
hit the cashier on the hand while the 
cashier was holding a rack, which 
caused a painful cut.

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Masterchef judge and south east Londoner Gregg Wallace entertained 
diners in Surrey last week as he hosted 'An Evening With' at The Tree on 
Box Hill. 

It was the second in Gregg's on-going tour of the home counties 
where he's delighting food fans with anecdotes, quiz questions and 
the chance to ask him anything. 

Gregg, who ran Wallace and Co in Putney and Gregg's Bar and 
Grill in Bermondsey, said: "It is something I enjoy doing and it is a 
really nice way of spending some summer evenings - none of 
them particularly far from where I live in Kent." 

Over a dazzling four course dinner at the picturesque The 
Tree pub - "I particularly like the parfait," he said, "I think it is 
very clever indeed" - the host captivated the intimate crowd 
with tales from his career. Here are a few things we learnt... 

The nicest thing he's eaten on Masterchef: "The nicest 
thing I ate on Masterchef was a Pair Belle Helene cooked 
by (2007 winner) Steven Wallis. 

"It was pear poached in dessert wine and then vanilla. 

Then he added chocolate ganache by melting choco¬ 
late into double cream and served that with Chantilly 
cream - more vanilla - so it was a lovely thing." 

Sometimes the food on Masterchef is totally 
inedible: "You try to have a nibble around the edge," 
said Gregg. "I know you expect it to be an odd 
concoction but it's not - it's a disappointing answer - 
it's always when something looks cooked but it's not." 

He's bullish about Millwall's chances: You don't get 
a bigger Lions fan than a man with the crest tattooed 
on his chest. Gregg is that man, and he's optimistic. 

He said: "I have a great deal more confidence in the 
manager this year than I did last year, with Neil Harris at 
the helm. I'll be down there this season." 

Masterchef doesn't just find great cooks, it makes 
them: "It takes three months to film a series and I used to 
worry we wouldn't get the calibre of contestants we had the 
year before," he told diners at The Tree. "I have realised now 
after 12 years, it's us that produces the brilliant cooks. 

"If we took anyone here and said 'right, all you're doing for the 
next three months is cooking and you'll get advice and help from 
us and then we'll step it up and you'll get advice and help from the 
best Michelin-starred chefs in the country'. Of course, they just rise 
and rise and they don't realise how good they're getting." 

His Masterchef food isn't cold: Even though contestants' food has to 
be filmed and then tasted one-by-one, a process that takes about eight 
minutes, Gregg told the crowd at The Tree it isn't too cold to eat. 

He said: "We're not eating our dinner. We're simply eating a 
mouthful. Here's the thing I want you to consider: it's not cold. They are 
room temperature. That is the same temperature as every plate of 
food you have ever finished.

MOVING 

WITH THE TIMES 


1) Adding space is one of the best 
ways to improve your home and 
increase its value. 

If you've outgrown your home, 
but can make it bigger by building 
an extension or converting the loft, 
cellar or garage, doing the work is 
often more economical than 
moving to a larger property, and 
gives you a chance to create living 
space tailored to your needs. 

However, be careful not to extend 
your home in the wrong way. 

For example, if you're converting 
the loft to create an extra bedroom 
and there isn't enough living space 
downstairs for the total number of 
bedrooms, you'll be making the 
house too top heavy. If you're con¬ 
cerned about resale, ask a local es¬ 
tate agent whether the work you're 
considering is advisable. 

2) Modernising a home will always 
add value. 

Central heating is vital because 
most of us want it, but installing it 
is expensive and disruptive - it's 
something to do at an early stage 
of renovating. The same applies to 
rewiring - old wiring isn't always ob¬ 
vious, but can be dangerous. 

Having a property rewired is also 


expensive and can create more 
work and expense because you 
often have to replaster afterwards. 

3) It's said the rooms that sell 
homes most are the kitchen and 
bathroom. 

Again, this is because updating 
them is costly and it's not easy 
being without either while the 
work's being done. Day to day, 
replacing a dated kitchen or bath¬ 
room with a modern one will make 
a big difference to your life, and you 


can fit a new one inexpensively, 
although it's not hard to spend a 
lot. If you can create one, an open- 
plan kitchen-diner/family room is 
the most popular type of kitchen 
these days, as it's ideal for family 
life and entertaining. 

A) En-suite bathrooms are another 
good way to add value and make 
your home life easier, especially if 
you have kids. 

You should have at least one 
bathroom for every three bed¬ 


rooms, but when everyone's getting 
ready in the morning, there can be 
a lot of pressure on that one bath¬ 
room. This is when another bath¬ 
room comes in very handy. 

5) In areas where parking space is 
limited, off-street parking is a big 
plus, although it's most likely to 
add value in expensive urban areas. 

You may need permission from 
your local council for both the 
off-street parking and a dropped 
kerb.

Leading Surrey and Berkshire 
land broker Aston Mead has 
called on councils to create more 
business parks across the South 
East, to provide new premises for 
small businesses who wish to 
relocate from their current 
Brownfield sites. 

Company Director Adam Hesse 
(pictured) says that there is a 
"log-jam" of small businesses 
who would happily sell their ex¬ 
isting industrial or commercial 
land for redevelopment into resi¬ 
dential accommodation, 
but have nowhere to move to. 

He said: "Time and time again, 
we hear the call for more building 
on Brownfield sites - which is all 
very well if there are Brownfield 
sites being offered. But the truth 
is, there is very little suitable land 
available out there. Many poten¬ 
tial sites have owners who would 
be more than willing to sell up 
and move on, if only they could 
find new premises to run their 
business from. New business 
parks designed with them in 
mind would free the log-jam of 
land, and allow it to be used for 
residential purposes instead." 

Adam Hesse suggests that 
there are a variety of small busi¬ 
nesses who would jump at the 
chance to relocate, and would be 
ideally suited to a business park 
environment. 

He explained: "I'm not talking 
about massive sites like former 
gasworks - they will already have 
developers crawling all over 
them. Instead, I'm thinking of the 
likes of used car lots, garage fore¬ 
courts, a local builders' yard - all 
of which might be ideal for con¬ 
structing three or four houses or

a block of apartments. What's 
more, such sites are usually per¬ 
fectly placed in the centre of 
towns or villages. But without 
anywhere for them to move to, 
they sit tight and miss out on the 
money which developers would 
willingly pass their way." 

Adam Hesse says that it is time 
for councils and local authorities 
to recognise the problem and 
create purpose-built premises 
with small businesses in mind. 

He added: "Local authorities 
own a lot of land. They could con¬ 
trol the release of the land, the 
planning stipulations, and the 
design of the eventual build. 

"If they could construct busi¬ 
ness parks on some of the 'grub¬ 
by greenbelt' around our 
motorway and major road junc¬ 
tions, there's no doubt small 
businesses would be interested 
in relocating there." 


Sharp increase in purchase lending 



House purchase lending in the UK in 
June saw a substantial month-on- 
month increase in activity with over 20 
per cent more loans being advanced to 
purchase a house compared to May. 

However, the number of loans and 
value for home-owner house purchase 
remained relatively steady compared 
to June last year, with the number of 
loans decreasing slightly but the 
amount borrowed increasing. 

There was a relatively similar trend in 
activity for home-owner house pur¬ 
chase in the second quarter overall. 

The rise in the number of loans for 
house purchase in June was driven by 
both first-time buyers and home- 
movers. 


Gross lending in June was £20.1bn, up 
25 per cent on May and 13 per cent up 
on June last year. 

This meant in the second quarter, 
gross lending came to £52.2bn, up 17 
per cent on the previous quarter and a 
two per cent rise on the second quarter 
2014. 

Overall in June, the value of home- 
owner loans for house purchase ac¬ 
counted for 54 per cent of gross 
lending, while remortgage activity ac¬ 
counted for 25 per cent. 

Buy-to-let as a proportion of total 
lending remained at around 17 per 
cent but still makes up a larger portion 
of total lending compared to the same 
time last year.

Are ‘would be’ Epsom homeowners warming to the idea of renting? 


I was reading a report the other day produced 
by the Halifax, about the UK property market 
and why more and more of the younger 
generation seem to be renting rather than 
buying. I find it fascinating that over the last 
ten years, the British obsession of buying 
a house almost as soon as you left school, 
and the fact that if you rented you were 
seen as a second class citizen, has turned 
on its head to a point where the hopes and 
dreams to own a nice home will be replaced 
by the ambition simply to live in one. 

In the latter half of the 20th Century, you left 
school, got a job, bought a small house and 
kept buying and selling property, constantly 
upgrading until eventually they carried you 
out in a box. However, the perceived shame 
and stigma of renting is no longer the case, 
as it seems that the British are now beginning 
to accept a lifetime of renting. This is a very 
important consideration for both Epsom 
homeowners and Epsom landlords as it will 
transform the way the Epsom property ladder 
looks in the future and I might ask whether 
or not it will exist at all for some people? The 
make up of households is one important factor, 
especially in the Epsom property market. The 
normal stereotypical married couple, two kids 
and dog of the 1970’s and 80’s has changed. 
More and more we have the need for larger 
houses where two families come together 
after divorces (+ kids) and need a property to 
house everyone, through to an increase in the 
number of one person households. 

Looking at the data for Epsom, of the 3,628 
private rental properties in the Epsom and 


Ewell Borough Council area, 24.77% of those 
rented properties are one person households 
(899 properties). However, when we compare 
the number of one person Epsom households 
who have bought their own property with a 
mortgage (i.e. therefore they are still in work), 
of the 22,931 owner occupied households in 
the area, only 1,646 of those properties are a 
one person household (i.e. 7.18%). Compared 
to a decade ago, this explosion in demand for 
decent high quality rental properties that one 
person households require has not been met 
with an increase in supply of such properties. 
More and more I believe Epsom landlords 
need to consider this change in the make 
up of Epsom households, as I believe this 
could be an opportunity. As an aside, another 
interesting stat that raised an eyebrow was 
that 15.69% of those 3,628 rental properties 
(525 properties) are lone parents households 
as well. Again, another possible opportunity 
that Epsom landlords might want to consider 
in their future investment plans. 

It is true that the Governments introduction 
in 2013 of the Help to Buy scheme, where 
first time buyers only needed a 5% deposit, 
changed the perception of peoples’ ability 
to buy without having to save ten’s of 
thousands of pounds for a deposit. However, 
it might surprise you, 95% mortgages were 
re-introduced within six months of the Credit 
Crunch in late 2009, so again it comes down 
to people’s own perception. Many youngsters 
think they won’t get a mortgage, so don’t even 
bother trying. 


Coming back to the deposit, it’s still a fact that 
once you start renting it becomes that much 
harder to save for a deposit, regardless of the 
size. Interestingly, 7 out of 8 renters polled 
by the Halifax (86% to be exact) refuse to 
sacrifice the quality of accommodation they 
currently live in to reduce the amount of rent 
they pay in order to save for a deposit. This is 
the crux and the real reason why people aren’t 
buying but renting... and why demand for 
renting will continue to grow in the future (i.e. 
good news for landlords). Epsom tenants can 
upgrade the quality and size of the property 
they live in for a minimal rent increase. The 
average rent of a two bed property in Epsom 
is £1,324pm, a three bed is £549pm more at 
£1,873pm, whilst the average four bed rent is 
£2,685pm. If you had to make that jump when 
buying, the monthly mortgage payments would 
be stratospherically more than that! Without 
any social pressure and better quality rental 
properties compared to a decade ago, we will 
become a nation of renters within the next 
generation, as the UK is becoming more like 
Europe, where renting is ‘the norm’. Who is 
going to supply all these properties to rent? 
Landlords! Whether you are an existing 
landlord looking to grow your portfolio or 
looking to become a ‘first time landlord’, 
my thoughts are take advice from as many 
people as possible. However, as the majority 
of landlords buy their buy to let properties in 
the same town they live, you will need specific 
advice about Epsom itself. One place for such

At the beginning of this 
athletics season, pole vault 
star Jade Ive was still asking 
herself whether she wanted 
to continue in the sport. 

However, having been 
crowned English champion 
last week, the 23-year-old 
Sutton & District AC star 
has made up her mind in no 
uncertain terms. 

In winning the England 
Athletics Senior Champi¬ 
onships, Ive set a personal 
best 4.10m and continued a 
season that had already seen 
her claim the Surrey Cham¬ 
pionship crown, win bronze

at the Sainsbury’s British 
Championship and increase 
her personal best by 40cm. 

Ive, who lives in Ewell, said: 
“I have not had a season like 
this season since 2007, when I 
was 16. 

“I was going to Poland and 
India -1 was on a high. But I 
got injured, and then I was fo¬ 
cussed on work and trying to 
balance everything. Now I 
am more focussed on the pole 
vault and it has paid off. 

“This year was all about 
seeing where I was in the 
event, asking myself ‘do I 
still love it, do I still want to 
put everything into it?’, and it 
ended up yes, and I want to 
give more.” 

The England title came de¬ 
spite much trepidation and 
transition, let alone serious 
competition that meant only 
a personal best height would 
be enough. 

Ive, who works as a sales 
executive for a catering com¬ 
pany, said: “I had some doubt 
because I am moving on to a 
new bigger pole. 

“There has been lots of 
transition between different 
poles and I managed to jump 
on it in training in the week 
before the Champs, but it was 
not how I wanted it so I had 
some doubt. 

“In the actual Champs it got 
worse. I knocked the bar off 
at 3.70m at my first attempt 
with the old pole. 

“It meant I had to move on 


to the new pole - and I sailed 
over it and I thought: ‘Why 
haven’t I gone onto it soon¬ 
er?’ 

She added: “When I cleared 
4.10m to win, I could not be¬ 
lieve it. 

“I landed on the bed, put my 
hands on face because I was 
so shocked, everything went 
quiet in my mind. 

“Everyone was looking at 
me, and I was thinking did 
that just happen? I was so 
overwhelmed. It was one of 


my favourite moments of my 
career.” 

Ive now has the National 
Indoor Championships year 
in her sights, and should 
success be forthcoming, she 
acknowledges the help of 
those around her. 

She said: “I want to thank 
my dad. He has been a mas¬ 
sive support throughout 
the year, and we have 
bounced off each other. I 
hugely appreciate his sup¬ 
port and encouragement.”
